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FESTIVE TRADING 
HOPES BOOSTED

HOPES are high that Oswestry 
is in for a bumper festive trad¬ 
ing season after about 1,000 
people attended the switch¬ 
ing-on of the town’s Christ¬ 
mas lights and plans were fi¬ 
nalised for an inaugural late 
night shopping event. 

Oswestry’s new late night shopping 
attraction will be called the Christmas 
Retail Experience and will take place 
on December 11. 

In a further move to increase footfall ahead of 
the crucial festive period, business leaders were 
last night (Wednesday) asking the town council 
to give free afternoon parking in its car parks in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

During the first ever Oswestry Christmas Re¬ 
tail Experience, town centre shops will remain 
open until 8pm and among the many activities 
will be a Santa’s Grotto, craft activities, street 
stalls, a Christmas trail for children, a gift wrap¬ 
ping service and live music. 

Commerce 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce, North 
Shropshire College business students and the 
town council have been involved with the plans. 

Neil Jenkins, managing director of The 
Twelve Green Bottles wine company in Leg 
Street in Oswestry, has been mentoring business 
students in his role as vice chair of the chamber 
of commerce. He said: “This event is really im¬ 
portant for small local businesses in Oswestry. 

“The late night shopping event will give them 
the opportunity to shine and show off what is 
best about shopping in Oswestry.” 

Mr Jenkins thanked the college and the busi¬ 
ness students for their help in organising the 
event. College business lecturer Sarah Probert 
added: “I am sure that with the support of the 
retail community and Oswestry shoppers, this 
Christmas Retail Experience will become a reg¬ 
ular feature.” 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington said he 
hoped the highly popular Christmas lights 
switch-on would signal a bumper festive sea¬ 
son and the community would also support this 
year’s Oswestry Christmas Live event on Friday 
next week and the town’s Christmas parade the 
following day. He said: “We had about 1,000 peo¬ 
ple at the Christmas lights switch-on. 

“We’re hoping for more people at Christmas 
Live and then more again for the parade.” 

Meanwhile, chamber bosses have also writ¬ 
ten to Oswestry Town Council and Shropshire 
Council for free afternoon parking for shoppers 
in the town in the run-up to Christmas. 

The chamber is asking that car parking be 
free from 2pm each day from December 14 to 
Christmas Eve. 

The town council, which manages Central, 
Smithfield and the Horsemarket car parks, was 
due to meet last night to discuss the request.

OSWESTRY town centre came alive with the 
colour, energy and excitement of Bulgarian 
folk dance at the weekend. 

The colourful performance was staged after 
the town’s Bulgarian Folklore Club welcomed 
three traditional dance groups from London 
for a special street performance on Saturday. 

Shoppers heading to the town’s open air 
and indoor markets on the Bailey Head were 
greeted with the dancers as they performed a 
variety of dances, dressed in traditional Bul¬ 
garian folk outfits. 

The Oswestry club is run by master chore¬ 
ographer and director Margarita Mihaylova 
and musician Zhivko Videv. 

The club was joined by three Bulgarian 
dance groups from London - Vesselyaci, Do- 


brogea and Kitka - for the outdoor display, 
which took place in Bailey Street from 11am. 

The Bulgarian folk dance event was staged 
with the co-operation of Oswestry Town 
Council Markets. 

Bulgarian Folklore Club holds regular ses¬ 
sions at Oswestry Methodist Church Hall in 
Castle Street, and has been running for sev¬ 
eral years. 

But Saturday’s event was the first time the 
club had put on an outdoor demonstration in 
the middle of the town. 

And the traditional folk dancing is not the 
only Bulgarian event to be taking place in the 
town this month. 

The Bulgarian Art Club has launched an 
exhibition at the town’s Visitor Information 


Centre in Church Terrace, next to St Oswald’s 
Parish Church. 

The art exhibition is taking place in two 
parts. 

Until November 28 the display will include 
semi abstract paintings and mixed media ce¬ 
ramics and textiles. 

Then from December 1 to January 2, the 
displays will be changed to show off items 
brought in from Bulgaria. 

The items include wool rugs, ceramic pot¬ 
tery and paintings in oils by a consortium of 
Bulgarian artists. 

Admission to the art club’s exhibition is 
free. 

The Visitor Information Centre is open 
from Monday to Saturday fromlOam to 4pm.

Councillors make 
appeal to keep 
town bank open 

AN appeal has been made to the HSBC 
bank for a stay of execution over the clo¬ 
sure of a town’s branch. 

Llanfyllin Town Council wants the 
banking giant to postpone closure for a 
couple of months, in an effort to get more 
people to use it. 

The town would be left with no bank if 
HSBC closes its doors in February. 

At a town council meeting last week, 
councillors said they were “shocked” and 
“disappointed” by the move. 

Clerk Jonathan Bellingham said the 
council would do whatever it could to 
fight the closure. 

He said: “It might be we could persuade 
HSBC to open two or three days a week. 

“We are writing to the regional director 
calling for a meeting to discuss the clo¬ 
sure. 

“Councillors will also be appealing to 
the HSBC to postpone closure for per¬ 
haps two months during which time they 
would urge more people to use the bank.” 

He said HSBC had also announced that 
its cash point would close. 

HSBC said it had made the decision to 
close the Llanfyllin branch as well as the 
branch in Llanfair Caereinion because 
they have become financially unviable 
with more and more people using inter¬ 
net banking. Staff will be transferred to 
other branches. 

The bank says it will improve internet 
and mobile facilities to help its customers.

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More police are trained to 
use speeding equipment

OSWESTRY police are training 
up more officers to use speed 
detection equipment following 
a rise in reports of speeding 
around the town. 

Oswestry’s police team sent five of¬ 
ficers on a training course yesterday 
(Wednesday) to learn to use hand held 
laser and radar speed detection equip¬ 
ment. 

Currently up to four officers regularly 
use the equipment based at Oswestry Po¬ 
lice Station, mostly those based in the rural 
parts of the patch. 

Community Support Office Andy Neeves 
from Oswestry Police said: “We’re going to 
use the training to advise motorists to slow 
down to start off with, and then after that 
we’ll be issuing tickets. 

“We do an advisory to start with - we’ll 
get letters sent out. 

“We’ll be targeting the areas around 
schools particularly. 

“We do get complaints in the mornings, 
most of it about parking, but parents com¬ 
plaining about the speed of vehicles around 
schools as well. 

“If we can reduce the speed we’re reduc¬ 
ing the risk of injury to parents and chil¬ 
dren. 

“With the amount of people around and 
with the cold weather coming we have to 
worry about the slipperiness of the pave¬ 
ments and people falling into the roads, and 
the stopping distances of the cars.” 

CSO Neeves said the speeding problem 
has been building over the past few weeks, 
with the officers having booked their places 
on the training course back in July. 

He said: “Once we’ve got the training 
there are still laws governing where we can 
use the equipment. 

“We can use them in any street if we’re 
just gaining information, but we’re gov¬ 
erned by guidelines to how far we are from 
speed limit signs for using it as a prosecu¬ 
tion method. We think it should reduce the 
problem, but also if drivers are haunting 
the law by speedings they often have some¬ 
thing else to hide as well.” 

North Wales Police has also noticed an 
increase in speeding drivers across the re¬ 
gion and has launched a Community Speed 
Watch project to try to tackle the issue. 

Sergeant John Roberts from GoSafe said 
the project aims to educate drivers about 
the dangers of speeding. 


YOUNGSTERS on the Shropshire border 
have something to celebrate after a new 
play area was opened in a newly-built hous¬ 
ing estate. 

The play area was opened in Heritage 
Way, Llanymynech. 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chair of Llany¬ 
mynech and Pant Parish Council, said she 
was delighted that the playground has been 
opened in the village and added that local 
people had been waiting for it for a long 
time. 

She said: “It’s the culmination of the de¬ 
velopment of the Heritage Way area. 


“Some of the money has come from the 
developers under a section 106 agreement 
and had to be used in the local area. 

“The rest of the money has come from 
the parish council. 

“We thought something for the little chil¬ 
dren would be a good addition to the area. 

“The new play area is within walking dis¬ 
tance of the houses. 

“It’s really nice to see the new play area 
open after we’ve been waiting for such a 
long time.” 

The equipment in the play area was cho¬ 
sen by local people, who were invited to 


take part in a consultation earlier in the 
year and look at manufacturers’ catalogues 
of equipment to choose what they thought 
their children would most enjoy playing 
with. 

Mrs Gaskill said there is still some money 
left from the developers and that the parish 
council already has plans for that. 

“We’re hoping to use the rest of the 
money to upgrade the skate park and play¬ 
ing fields in Llanymynech,” she said. 

“So some of the money has gone to the 
younger children and the rest will go to¬ 
wards something for the older children.”

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Foodbank in 
town hands 
out supplies 

A FOODBANK has handed out near¬ 
ly 600 parcels of food to more than 
200 households in the past year. 

And the Oswestry & Borders Food- 
bank has received 18,000kg of do¬ 
nated food and toiletries from kind 
hearted local people. 

The foodbank, which opened in 
2011, is run by a team of volunteers in 
Oswestry and Ellesmere, led by Phil 
Simpson. He said: “We’re a very pecu¬ 
liar organisation in that we’d rather 
not exist. People’s increasing reliance 
on food banks within the UK tells its 
own story really. 

“Many users of the service may 
only need to use us as an emergency 
measure, whereas others find them¬ 
selves reliant on us because they find 
themselves in a poverty trap and are 
unable to free themselves from its 
constraints. We are waiting to see 
what effect any actions by the new 
government will have. With £12 bil¬ 
lion of cuts announced in their man¬ 
ifesto it may well be that the need 
will increase in the coming months 
and our current stock levels will be 
needed. 

“We are particularly grateful to all 
our donors - the people who regu¬ 
larly put items in a collecting box in 
their church or workplace, at Tesco in 
Ellesmere or Sainsbury’s in Oswestry, 
and also the one-off donations such 
as schools and churches at harvest 
time.” 

Church looking 
for repair funds 

A CHURCH near Oswestry will be 
using its annual pre-Christmas social 
event to launch a fundraising appeal 
to bring in £50,000 for urgent repairs. 

St Mary’s Church in Knockin needs 
repairs to the stonework and tower, 
with work also needed to the gutter¬ 
ing and drainage, electrics and heat¬ 
ing system, asbestos needing to be 
removed, and improvements needed 
to the decoration and facilities. 

The work on the outside of the 
church will cost more than £50,000 
and the church will launch an appeal 
tomorrow (Friday) to try to bring in 
the funds. A social event will be held 
at 7pm at Carneal, Kinnerley Road, 
Knockin, with food and drink. Dur¬ 
ing the evening the vicar, Rev Helen 
Morby, will talk about the work that 
needs to be done. Admission is by 
ticket, costing £7, which is available 
from the Knockin Shop or on the door.

Councillors reject 
plan for housing 

PLANS to build houses on the site of 
a former shop have been thrown out 
by planning bosses. 

The controversial plan had been to 
put four homes on the former Oswalds 
Stores, Oswald’s Well Lane, Oswestry, 
and had been recommended for ap¬ 
proval by planning officers. 

But members of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s north planning committee re¬ 
fused permission at their meeting on 
Tuesday, saying it would cause issues 
for drivers and pedestrians as well as 
being overdevelopment of the corner 
plot.

THE running of Oswestry’s 
award-winning markets could be 
handed over to outside manage¬ 
ment to safeguard their future, it 
has been revealed. 

Profits from the markets have tumbled 
from almost £19,000 in 2011/12 to just over 
£5,000 in the last financial year, although 
the figure is expected to rise this year. 

And the future of the town’s farmers’ 
market, which is run every last Friday of 
the month, is in question after it emerged 
it was running at a loss. 

The future management of the mar¬ 
kets and the fate of the farmers’ market 
were due to be among a number of issues 
discussed by members of Oswestry Town 
Council’s markets and car parks committee 
last night. (Wednesday) 

Councillors were asked to consider 
whether Oswestry still wants to be a mar¬ 
ket town and whether the market is in the 
right part of the town. 

The town council has been responsible 
for both the indoor and outdoor markets for 
decades and earlier this year won an award 
for best speciality market for its annual 
Christmas Live event. 

A report to the committee sets out the 
financial performance of the retail markets 
which are held on Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

The detailed report from finance officer 
Roger Dyke includes the cost of adminis¬ 
trative officers’ time, which he calculates 
as £20,000 a year. 

His report shows that profits from 
running the market have slumped from 
£18,828 in 2011/12 to £5,135 in the last fi¬ 
nancial year. 

But the current year has already seen 
better fortunes. 

Up to September a profit of £7,780 is ev¬ 
ident with rentals expected to be approxi¬ 
mately the same as 2014/15 levels. 

Individual markets are experiencing dif¬ 
ferent fortunes. Powis Hall indoor market 
has a waiting list of people wanting to rent 
stalls and the Saturday outdoor market has 
increased the number of traders it attracts. 

When individual markets are looked at, 
two show small losses - the outdoor Fri¬ 
day market of £24 a week and the monthly 
farmers’ market at £17 a week. 

On average in 2015 eight traders at¬ 
tended the monthly farmers markets com¬ 
pared to 12 last year. 


Councillors agreed that something 
needed to be done to improve the site, 
which has been the subject of numer¬ 
ous planning applications and plan¬ 
ning appeals in recent years, but said 
the plan in front of them would be too 
much for the location.

A TENNIS coach who set up a com¬ 
munity games event has been recog¬ 
nised for services to Shropshire sport 
at a House of Lords reception. 

Clive Knight, a coach at Oswestry 
Team Tennis, joined household names 
from the world of sport yesterday 
(Wednesday) at the reception. 

He was recognised as a commu¬ 
nity champion by Barclays Spaces for 
Sports and the Football Foundation 
for his services to sport in the town. 

Mr Knight’s primary role at 
Oswestry Team Tennis is as a coach, 
a position he has held since the club’s 
inception in 2006. 

He has also organised the annual 
Oswestry Community Games, which 
aims to get people interested in sport.

Hospital sister changed

A HOSPITAL sister changed the medical notes of a teenage boy who 
died after a fall, an inquest heard. 

Charlie Davies, who suffered from Duchenne muscular dystrophy, fell while 
getting undressed in his bedroom. 

The 15-year-old suffered a fractured femur which, in turn, led to him developing a con¬ 
dition which ultimately led to his death. Coroner John Ellery heard that a doctor missed 
the fracture while a nurse altered Charlie’s notes to hide that a student nurse had failed

Homes plan 
withdrawal 
is welcomed 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build houses 
which residents had claimed look like “an 
industrial building” have been withdrawn. 

The plans for the new homes on Salop 
Road, Oswestry, received 10 objections 
from residents, with the town council add¬ 
ing its weight to their voices and asking for 
the development to be referred to the plan¬ 
ning committee. 

The site at the junction of Salop Road 
and Stewart Road was previously occupied 
by a stonemasons business. However, it be¬ 
came empty when the business relocated. 

Planning permission was granted in 2010 
and work began on site in October 2013 
with the demolition of the old workshop. 

But objections meant that construction 
work was put on hold. Revised plans were 
submitted, but were criticised heavily. 

Resident Alison Talbot said: “My first im¬ 
pression, along with everyone I have shown 
the pictures to, thinks this new build looks 
like an industrial unit and would look more 
at home on Maesbury Road Industrial Es¬ 
tate. 

“I do agree the site needs developing but 
more thought is required to the application 
for residents, neighbours and Oswestry it¬ 
self.” 

Now the plans have been withdrawn, 
with the applicants expected to submit en¬ 
tirely new plans next year. 

Oswestry’s mayor Councillor Peter Cher- 
rington welcomed the news, saying that the 
homes as designed on the plan would have 
been out of keeping with the area. 


ting. The inquest heard Charlie, of Balmer 
Crescent, Welshampton, fell on April 29. 
He was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital where he was X-rayed and was 
later sent home. 

Dr Emily Ward told the court she had 
failed to spot that he had fractured his 
femur as had her colleague Dr Furrqh 
Shabbir until the following day. 

Meanwhile Charlie’s concerned family 
had already taken him to Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital. By this stage he had 
already developed fat embolism syndrome, 
which led to his lungs becoming congested 
and heart failing. Professor Archie Malcolm 
said he believed Charlie’s death was una¬ 
voidable. While in hospital the court heard 
Charlie’s pulse, heart rate and oxygen sat¬ 
uration levels were monitored. 

These were taken by a student nurse. 
But despite Charlie’s oxygen saturation 
level falling to a dangerously low 87 per 
cent no alarm was raised. 

His saturation level then fell further to 
78 per cent and action was taken to sta¬ 
bilise him. Sister Sheena Hughes said she 
had been aware that Charlie was on the 
ward but had not been made aware that his 
levels had initially fallen. It was only when 
his condition deteriorated further that he 
was transferred to the Royal Stoke Hospital 
where he died the following day. 

Four days later Sister Hughes changed 
the notes to read that his oxygen level was 
recorded at 97 per cent rather than at 87 
per cent. She said she did this because she 
panicked and was under a great deal of 
stress. Mr Ellery recorded a conclusion of 
accidental death. He said: “The alteration 
occurred four days after Charlie’s death. 
It cannot be said to have caused or con¬ 
tributed to his death save to highlight the 
importance that the reading of 87 per cent 
being acted upon.” 

Bosses at the orthopaedic hospital said 
although the inquest found Charlie’s death 
could not be avoided, changes had been 
made at the hospital. They added discipli¬ 
nary action had been taken and a referral 
made to the Nursing and Midwifery Coun¬ 
cil.

“We can’t hang around when you have 
parents and children to think about so we 
spoke to NST and thankfully they agreed 
to postpone it. 

“I think we are going to wait until out¬ 
side the three month state of emergency 
and then have another look. 

“We had a parent’s meeting and went 
through the whole process that we have 
been going through in detail. Then we had 
a vote and it was a unanimous vote to post¬ 
pone it.” 

Mrs Lovecy said that while the group 
wasn’t actually going to Paris, there were 
trips to Disneyland Paris as well as various 
places along the coast. 

But she said that long delays in the 
Channel tunnel along with risks elsewhere 
in the country could have turned it into an 
“absolute nightmare”.

“Members expressed concern regarding 
the seriousness of the matters which were 
highlighted during the investigation. 

“They considered that Councillor Barrow 
ought to have been aware of the need to 
disclose his interests in all matters whilst 
conducting the business of the authority.” 

Councillor Barrow said his breach of the 
authority’s code of conduct was an “over¬ 
sight” that benefited no-one. 

He said: “I wish to apologise for failing 
to formally declare matters. I accept the 
informal declaration I made after the ap¬ 
pointment decision was made by colleagues 
should have been recorded in writing there¬ 
after. I am extremely grateful to council¬ 
lors and council officers for the unstinting 
support I have received whilst this was 
investigated independently and for their 
co-operation with both the independent 
investigator and my solicitor to ensure all 
the evidence was gathered which was rel¬ 
evant; including that which supported my 
recollection.” 

Councillor Barrow said the verdict had 
confirmed that he had not exercised any 
undue influence. 

He said: “The existence of a detailed, 
independent and legally led process which 
confirms that no undue influence occurred 
is welcome. As the report confirms the 
selection process for accountants and au¬ 
ditors was managed by the then chief ex¬ 
ecutive. 

“The process followed was independent, 
objective and lead to procurement on merit 
alone. 

“As chairman of any committee or board 
it is my long standing policy not to vote or 
influence the outcome unless a casting vote 
is required from the chairman. In this case 
no casting vote was needed so colleagues 
quite properly accepted the objective rec¬ 
ommendation of the then chief executive.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


The future of Oswestry’s Tour¬ 
ist Information Centre is in the 
balance after visitor numbers 
plummeted at the Mile End facil¬ 
ity but the big question is where 
did all the visitors suddenly go. 

The Mile End Tourist Informa¬ 
tion Centre has always been ex¬ 
tremely busy with visitors from all 
over the world dropping in to find 
out what the Oswestry area has 
to offer. So what has caused the 
problem that has put its future in 
so much doubt with Shropshire 
Council considering closure next 
year? 

The council has now start¬ 
ed a public consultation over a 
closure decision with the option 
being to transfer enquiries to 
Oswestry Borderland Tourism in 
the town’s Heritage Centre. 

Mile End Services was once 
recognised as one of the busiest 
in the country and the TIC always 
did well on the back of visitors 
to the petrol station, Little Chef, 
Burger King and Travel Lodge. 
But it would appear the TIC may 
become the first victim following 
the arrival of KFC, Starbucks and 
Premier Inn on the other side of 
the busy junction. 

It’s really important that the 
people of Oswestry take part in 
the consultation and let the au¬ 
thority know just how important 
the TIC is to the town. The con¬ 
sultation runs until December 29. 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cher- 
rington got a bit more than he 
had bargained for when he 
helped Rainbow’s Bungle switch 
on the town’s Christmas lights 
last week. 

It was quite a sight seeing the 
Mayor posing as a teapot for the 
singing of “I’m a Little teapot” in 
front of the big gathering and no 
doubt the councillor will be tak¬ 
ing quite a bit of stick from col¬ 
leagues and family following his 
star performance. Posing as a 
teapot was not in the script when 
Peter signed up to be the Mayor 
but he seemed to be enjoying 
himself. 

If 10 years ago someone had 
told me that Oswestry would 
have a foodbank which would 
hand out 600 food parcels in a 
year to more than 200 house¬ 
holds I would not have believed 
them. 

But that is the exact case at 
the moment and there’s a real 
likelihood that things are going 
to get worse. 

Run by volunteers the food- 
bank has become a necessity 
and a sad sign of the times we 
are living in. 

Many users of the service only 
need it as an emergency meas¬ 
ure, but others become reliant 
after finding themselves in a 
poverty trap. 

It’s great that so many organ¬ 
isations are supporting Oswest¬ 
ry’s foodbank with donated 
goods because I have a pretty 
strong feeling that demand is 
going to grow.

Community is working 
hard to get over horror 


SUE AUSTIN travels to the 
town of Machynlleth to 
find out how it is moving 
on after a terrible tragedy 

IT was the last physical, pain¬ 
ful reminder of the horror that 
engulfed the Mid Walestown of 
Machynlleth. 

Twelve months ago the home of 
child murderer Mark Bridger was 
finally demolished. 

The white cottage where he killed 
five-year-old April Jones after he ab¬ 
ducted her and disposed of her body was 
smashed to the ground. 

Her parents bravely stood and watched 
as the house was torn down, saying that 
it would allow April’s spirit to be free. 

While they still live each day with 
their heartbreak, slowly and surely the 
community is beginning to look forward 
to the future. 

Bridger was given a whole-life term for 
abducting and killing the schoolgirl from 
Machynlleth in October 2012. 

Today the land on which is cottage 
stood in Ceinws, four miles from the 
town, bears no sign of the house. 

Instead the saplings planted on the 
ground are growing, their autumn colour 
leaves beginning to drop onto the grass 
beneath. 

Two large slate boulders block the old 
entranceway but the grass flattened to a 
path shows that local people are begin¬ 
ning to walk through the patch of land. 

Only the old hedge remains. 

In Ceinws, as in Machynlleth itself, 
people don’t want to be reminded of the 
murder that plunged the area into the 
national spotlight. 

They refuse to be drawn about how the 
area still bears the stigma as ‘the place 
where the little girl was murdered’ and 
instead want to look to the future.

They are protective of April’s family 
and don’t want to talk to the media. 

Natalie Jones, owner of the Leopard 
Lounge hair and beauty salon in the 
town says: “Of course we remember 
and it will never go away. But Machyn¬ 
lleth is a wonderful place and we don’t 
want to be known purely as somewhere 
where something awful happened. 
There are a lot of good things happen¬ 
ing in Machynlleth.” 

One of the current projects is a 
scheme to improve the town’s one and 
only playground. 

Equipment at ‘The Plas’ is dated and 
in need of replacing. 

Now a group of parents have 
launched Future Play Machynlleth to 
raise the money needed. 

Fundraising events include a hugely 
successful Halloween event. One of 
those behind the project is Danielle 


Armstrong. One of her aims is to make 
sure the playground is accessible to 
everyone. 

Her own seven-year-old son has mo¬ 
bility problems and she says he is una¬ 
ble to use the playground even though 
it is close to their house. 

She says: “If we can ensure that the 
playground is accessible for people with 
all kinds of abilities then it can go on an 
‘approved list’ of playgrounds. 

“People with children with disabili¬ 
ties will known that if the visit Machy¬ 
nlleth they can use the playground.” 

The playground project represents 
the feeling of the community, a strong 
community which came together in the 
hunt for April Jones and has remained 
as strong. 

As preparations get under way to 
celebrate Christmas many parents 
will have April and her family on their 


mind. But outwardly the town will look 
forward, rather than back. 

Councillor Michael Williams admits 
that his thoughts will be with the fam¬ 
ily of April Jones over the Christmas 
period. 

The five-year-old was abducted while 
playing outside her house on the Bryn y 
Gog estate. 

Councillor Williams lives on the same 
estate and will never forget the night the 
popular little girl was taken. 

He, like hundreds more, spent endless 
hours joining in the fruitless search for 
her. Now, three years on, he says the 
people of Machynlleth must be allowed 
to look forward and, while never forget¬ 
ting April, be able to celebrate Christ¬ 
mas with their own loved ones. 

And he says the family must also be 
allowed to move forward. 

“We will very much be remembering 
April but it is important that we move 
forward and join in the celebrations that 
are being planned in the town,” he said. 

“As time goes on of course we never 
forget and Christmas is a very poignant 
time and will be for April’s family and all 
those who know them.” 

Councillor Williams, who has lived in 
the market town all his life, said Machy¬ 
nlleth had a remarkable community 
spirit, one that had kept people going 
through the dark days of the hunt for 
April and the devastation when the full 
horror of what had happened was real¬ 
ised. 

“We are as one together, people who 
were born here and people who have 
moved into the area,” he said. “It is a 
very special community.” 

Councillor Williams said he was 
pleased that all signs of the house in 
which April’s killer Mark Bridger lived, 
were now gone. 

“I have not been up there since the 
house was demolished,” he said. 

“It was quite right that the house was 
removed from the face of the earth. It 
was a dark cloud that was hanging over 
all the people of Machynlleth.”

Open borders root cause of problems 


THE Greens never fail to amuse me, even 
more so when one of their members writes 
to the Shropshire Star, stating the follow¬ 
ing regarding Owen Paterson: “He fails to 
grasp that an understanding of ecology is 
fundamental to the sustainability of farm¬ 
ing and rural livelihoods, and the key ele¬ 
ment of this sustainability are the farming 
families who manage these complex ecolo¬ 
gies across the world”. 

I am sure Owen Paterson does have an 
understanding of plants and animals in 
relation to the environment, but unfortu¬ 
nately, like most politicians here and in 
Europe, they are lobbied by corporations 


with interests in this subject, eg the agro/ 
chemicals industry. Hence the popularity 
of GM and some pesticides that can have a 
detrimental effect on bees, and most of us 
are aware of the importance of these to pol¬ 
linate plants to yield fruit and vegetables. 

Regarding sustainability of farming and 
rural livelihoods here and around the world, 
the Ecologist published a paper in the early 
1970s called Blue Print for Survival and 
for the UK to be sustainable, the popula¬ 
tion must not exceed 53 million people. At 
today’s 64 million, there is no way we can 
become self-sufficient in food. The Greens 
and the Conservatives need to look at the 


root causes of demand for housing in this 
country and what has caused the demand. 

The facts are that uncontrolled immigra¬ 
tion and open borders have increased de¬ 
mand. If we build millions of extra homes 
there will be less land to grow food on and 
we will become less sustainable. I have 
heard of a charity, Self Help Africa which 
helps families in rural Africa escape hun¬ 
ger and poverty by low cost sustainable 
solutions. Seems sensible for people to help 
themselves, rather than relying on others 
to do it for them.

Not surprised 
to hear about 
high health debt 

THE announcement containing grave 
warnings that global NHS debt has reached 
epidemic proportions will be no surprise to 
those of us in Shropshire and Mid Wales, 
who have witnessed numerous political fi¬ 
ascos. This has culminated in bosses at Fu¬ 
ture Fit failing to provide leadership and 
postponing recommendations about future 
A&E provision.

The Sunday Telegraph’s investigation 
in 2009 confirmed that the EU was stag¬ 
geringly expensive, undemocratic, biased 
against Britain, riddled with fraud and to¬ 
tally lacking in any fiscal restraints - like 
accounts.

If I break my hip in 
north Shropshire (where I live) or, worse 
in Mid Wales, am I to suffer a journey of an 
hour or so to Telford, only to be sent back 
again to Shrewsbury for my operation?

I know Telford would prefer its own 
A&E; we can’t afford two and Telford res¬ 
idents are nearer in time to Shrewsbury, 
via an excellent road, than north Shrop¬ 
shire is by the inadequate A5. They are 
also much nearer to the Wolverhampton 
and Birmingham hospitals.

NEWS IN BRIEF 

Care home tackles 
issues in report 

BOSSES at a care home have said 
issues raised following an inspection 
have been addressed. 

Action has been taken to raise 
standards at Heatherdene Residential 
Care Home in Oswestry since it was 
inspected earlier this year. 

The care home was found to “re¬ 
quire improvement” by Care Quality 
Commission inspectors. 

Heatherdene, which caters for up 
to 20 people, was inspected in June 
and inspectors found that previous 
concerns about poor hygiene affecting 
people’s health had been addressed. 

But they found further problems 
with regard to breach of regulations 
and that the recruitment procedure 
was not up to standard, which meant 
staff may not be suitable to work in 
the home on Upper Brook Street. 

Rosemarie Nonan, deputy manager 
of Heatherdene said: “We have done 
everything that was required from 
us in the report and are waiting from 
them to come and reinspect. 

“Everything that was asked for we 
have done.” 

Dying tree could 
become artpiece 

A DYING tree in a town park could 
be turned into a piece of art to com¬ 
memorate the Queen’s 90th birthday 
next year. 

The old tree in Cae Glas Park, 
Oswestry, is showing signs of old age, 
but town mayor Councillor Peter 
Cherrington said he hopes it can be 
used by a chainsaw artist to create 
a suitable tribute to Her Majesty. 
Councillor Cherrington put forward 
the idea of a tree tribute to the town 
council. The council agreed to look into 
the suggestion and discuss it again at 
the next town council meeting, in Jan¬ 
uary.

A FAN of Oswestry’s Welsh 
champion football team is cam¬ 
paigning to get Welsh Premier 
League teams into the next FIFA 
computer game. 

The New Saints fan Asa Bailey has 
set up an online petition calling for 
game makers EA Sports to feature the 
teams in the next FIFA game. 

He said: “I bought the game for my 
14-year-old son Ruben because he is a big 
fan of football, and like any other kid he 
wants to play as his local football hero, but 
we were really disappointed to find out that 
Wales had been omitted from the game. 

“We have a healthy Welsh football league 
with professional players. The league de¬ 
serves a place in the game just as any other 
European country does. 

“We’re calling for EA games to include 
the Welsh Premier League in the FIFA 17 
edition of the game. 

“I have actually spoken to Welsh Premier 
League officials and they say they’re willing 
to discuss the issue as well. 

“My team is TNS but I watch clubs all 
over North Wales and love the experience 
of watching clubs in the Welsh pyramid. 

“It would also spread the word and per¬ 
haps raise curiosity from others across the 
world as to what the league has to offer.” 

EA Sports’ FIFA is the world’s most suc¬ 
cessful and famous football game and cur¬ 
rently includes association football teams 
from around the world, including England 
and Scotland, but has never included teams 
from the Welsh league.

Farm boss 
tells of the 
challenges 
for industry 

FARMERS are having to pay tor 
Britain’s deflation in lower prices for 
their products, an NFU leader said 
during a visit to Shropshire. 

Meurig Raymond spoke at the 
Oswestry NFU annual meeting as 
he also visited farms and businesses 
in the area. He said the industry 
was still in crisis, but said that one 
positive from the year had been the 
overwhelming support of the public 
with shoppers more than ever look¬ 
ing to buy British. This year has seen 
desperate dairy farmers buy up milk 
from some supermarkets and give it 
away to shoppers, to show just what 
low prices they get for their produce. 

Mr Raymond said part of the prob¬ 
lem is that farmers are on a variety of 
contracts for their milk, meaning that 
some are making a loss while others 
are managing to make money. 

Mr Raymond, who farms in south 
west Wales, said: “Prices for milk 
have stabilised but at a very low level. 

“There are still dairy farmers that 
are being paid less for the milk than 
it costs to produce, and that is simply 
not sustainable. There are farmers 
who are being paid up to 32p a litre 
for their milk - but others getting just 
15p. 

“The Government has just an¬ 
nounced that we are enjoying a period 
of deflation. 

“But that is at the expense of Brit¬ 
ish farmers as the cost of food is one 
of the main items used in calculating 
inflation or deflation.” 

He said that the NFU is now urging 
the English and Welsh Governments 
to ensure that the ‘Cap’ payments - 
benefits handed out to farmers as part 
of the Common Agricultural Policy 
- are made as soon as possible after 
December 1.

to take over 
concrete firm 

CONSTRUCTION materials firm 
Breedon Aggregates has agreed a 
£336 million deal that will see it take 
over a concrete maker with bases 
around Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

The move will create the UK’s big¬ 
gest building materials group, and 
brings Hope Materials’ portfolio of 
one cement works, five quarries and 
152 concrete plants across the UK 
into Breedon’s group. 

In the year to June 30, Hope sold 
1.6 million tonnes of cement, 4.7 
million tonnes of aggregates and 2.3 
million cubic metres of concrete, gen¬ 
erating revenue of £285.6 million and 
underlying pre-tax earnings of £37 
million. 

It has operations in Llynclys, near 
Oswestry, Presteigne on the Welsh 
border, beside Bayston Hill Quarry on 
the edge of Shrewsbury, Trench and 
Halesfield in Telford, at Four Ashes 
near Wolverhampton, and at Woofer- 
ton near Ludlow. 

“This acquisition is well-timed, 
with UK construction output forecast 
to expand by around 15 per cent over 
the next four years and volumes of all 
our major products expected to grow 
strongly,” said Peter Tom, executive 
cha irman of Breedon. _

Campaigner wins award 
for energy battle work

A SHEEP farmer who took on the 
anti-wind farm lobby has been 
named among the winners of the 
Wales Green Energy awards. 

Sheep and beef farmer Mark Wil¬ 
liams, who set up Powys Wind Farm 
Supporters, won the outstanding 
individual advocate category at the 
awards, announced by RenewableUK 
Cymru. 

Mr Williams 37, farms 90 acres of land 
which he owns near Welshpool, and also 
rents some land from his parents. 

He set up the group after becoming con¬ 
cerned at what he saw was the level of neg¬ 
ativity and hostility in the area during the 
anti-pylon protests in 2011. 

The judges described him as “a passion¬ 
ate and enthusiastic supporter of wind en¬ 
ergy who campaigns tirelessly to promote 
the economic benefits of onshore wind en¬ 
ergy in Mid Wales”. 

Mr Williams said he was disappointed 
with the recent decision of the Mid Wales 
wind farm inquiry to not allow develop¬ 
ment, but said he will continue to spread 
positive messages about renewable energy. 

He said: “It’s important we constantly 
inform people about the benefits and argu¬ 
ments about other energy sources. We’re 
certainly not going to disappear. We’ll keep 
being driven for as long as it takes. 

“We’ve brought that balance and there’s 
more sensible discussion in the area about 
renewable energy now.”

Scheme to 
help victims 
established 

OFFENDERS in Mid Wales are being 
given the opportunity to meet their 
victims and make amends. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said the Wales 
Community Rehabilitation Company, 
which provides probation services for 
medium to low risk offenders, has 
launched a scheme across the region 
which allows offenders to be held to 
account for the distress or damage 
they have caused by facing their vic¬ 
tims. Commissioned by the force’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
Christopher Salmon, the restorative 
justice scheme aims to bring together 
people harmed by crime or conflict 
with those responsible for the harm 
in a controlled environment. 

The scheme gives victims the 
chance to tell offenders the real im¬ 
pact of their crime, get answers to 
their questions and an apology. 

It also holds offenders to account 
for what they have done and helps 
them understand the real impact and 
take responsibility. Ella Rabaiotti, 
head of the force’s local delivery unit, 
said: “Restorative Justice is a power¬ 
ful way to get offenders to understand 
the effect their actions can have on 
their victims.”

Scheme gives 
insight into life 
of missionaries 

CHURCH members from across Shropshire have been ex¬ 
periencing what life is like for missionaries. 

The Global Village + experience has been run by Opera¬ 
tion Mobilisation at its UK headquarters in Weston Rhyn, 
near Oswestry,. 

The programme has been giving people the opportunity 
to see first hand what sorts of challenges missionaries can 
face. 

David Svensson, who set up the project in Europe, said: 
“People often have the wrong picture of who a missionary 
is and what they do. 

“I started the experience after I took a group to Ukraine 
for a week. 

“Many were teenagers but one said to me ‘you guys are 
ruining my holidays’. He didn’t want to go. During the 
week we did practical things and visited orphanages and 
tried the food. On the way back this same teen said ‘this 
has been the best week of my life’. 

“He had actually experienced something. He didn’t just 
hear it on a screen, he went into this world he could smell 
and taste and touch and feel. I thought I wish I could get 
more people to do it.” 

More than 160 people visited Global Village + at Weston 
Rhyn, and the event has been so successful that UK organ¬ 
iser, Ivan Neira, said it will be repeated next year. 

“It’s a challenge for us because this has been the UK 
pilot, but it’s been incredible,” he said. 

“We have a group of young people come through and we 
had one say they were afraid of talking to older people, and 
now they feel they can. Or a young lady seeing the need of 
people on the streets and realising that it happens across 
the street from them.” 


Work progresses 
on redevelopment 


WORK is progressing well 
on the £5.9 million redevel¬ 
opment of a care home, with 
the first guests expected to 
be welcomed in February. 

The first phase of build¬ 
ing work at Chirk Court 
care home in Chirk is to be 
completed in January. The 
complete refurbishment of 
the original building has 
cost £900,000, and the res¬ 
idents have been part of 
the consultation as the £5m 
construction of four new 
‘households’ for a further 
56 residents has progressed. 

“We’re delighted that our 
contractors Anwyl construc¬ 
tion are set to complete the 
first phase of the new facil¬ 
ity by the end of January 
2016 allowing us to then 
work on the internal fit out 
ready to welcome new resi¬ 
dents early February 2016,”

Alyn Housing Association. 
“We are working closely 
with the various statutory 
authorities as well as inte¬ 
rior designers who specialise 
in creating comfortable safe 
surroundings designed to 
meet the care needs of res¬ 
idents with dementia in the 
four new ‘households’, and 
we are very pleased to see 
the building taking shape. 

“We are also very pleased 
that we have managed to 
appoint over 20 high quality 
members of staff in prepa¬ 
ration for the opening of the 
first two households and we 
will appoint additional staff 
at the end of next spring 
when the remaining two 
households are completed.” 

He said the company had 
received a large number of 
enquiries from potential res¬ 
idents.

It took a huge effort 
to get myself to my appointment 
and quite honestly I didn’t think 
I’d be able to get through the 
initial interview. In fact, I had a 
panic attack there and then, right 
in front of Alan, the owner, and 
I don’t think either of us thought 
I’d get through the first session. 
But with his patience and my 
determination we settled down 
to talk through my issues. I was 
then settled into the Miruji chair, 
headphones in place and told to 
try and relax. Seriously? I thought. 
15 minutes later Alan returned to 
the room and I was, quite frankly, 
stunned at how much calmer I 
felt. We talked more and agreed 
to start the therapy straight away. 
And I haven’t regretted it one bit. 

There are two parts to my Miruji 
therapy, and as yet I still strug¬ 
gle with the first. The first is the 
beach with broad-spectrum light¬ 
ing. I am still unable to sit in 
peace and quiet and just ‘chill’. 
But I am working up to it. And 


I will definitely be making myself 
use it as the nights draw in and 
the days become duller. I’ve lived 
in Norway and had to deal with 
Seasonal Affective Disorder and 
the benefits of broad-spectrum 
lighting are well recognised there 
and in Alaska. It basically fools 
your brain into believing there’s 
sunshine. As well as that benefit, 
you sit there quietly listening to 
recordings of waves lapping at the 
shore and gazing at a mural of a 
tropical beach - heaven. 

The second part is the Miruji 
chair. A huge contraption with 
built in massage features. It gen¬ 
tly (or not so gently) kneads your 
neck, shoulders back and feet. You 
can opt to recline or sit upright - 
whatever is most comfortable. 
And for 15 to 40 minutes you 
just sit and let it do its work. It 
works on three levels, firstly you 
are forced to sit and do nothing. 
How often do any of us do that? 
That in itself is healthy, just sitting, 
relaxing. Secondly, the tired mus¬ 
cles are kneaded and the knots of 
a weeks worth of stress are loos¬ 
ened and you are left feeling much 
more relaxed. And finally there are 
the recordings played through the 
headphones. All positive mes¬ 
sages, supporting your mental 
well-being. What hit me first and 
deeply was the message about 
problems. Change the word prob¬ 
lem to challenge and suddenly 
you don’t feel overwhelmed with 
issues, there are just new chal¬ 
lenges to be met. Sounds simple? 
It is. But we become entrenched in 
our own negative self talk and De¬ 
pression takes that to a whole new 
level where you feel worthless or 
angry or even just overwhelmed. 
Another message is ‘you are worth 
it’ or ‘you deserve it’ - another 
powerful positive message that has 
transformed my thinking. There’s 
a tape about an eagle who is teach¬ 
ing her fledgling to fly — try, try, try 
again and believe it will happen. 
Again, positive. Somehow these 
messages, spoken calmly whilst 
you are relaxed sink deep inside 
and even though when you get off 
the chair and head home you may 
sometimes wonder what was the 
point, later on in the week you re¬ 
member a snippet of the tape that 
relates to a current issue and you 


realise that you are healing. 

I am a much more positive per¬ 
son now. I recognise that I could 
equate my life before Miruji as a 
hurdle race. Every problem was 
a hurdle that I would sometimes 
jump clean over or sometimes 
knock flat, but I always stopped 
and picked up the hurdle and car¬ 
ried it with me, so I was constantly 
weighed down with failures. Now, 


I see the hurdle, give it my best 
shot and keep on running to the 
next one, knowing that I have 
learned another tactic to help me 
over the next. 

There’s a lot of sense in Miruji 
- common sense. It’s a simple 
concept - we each deserve to 
have peace of mind and body. 
It’s needed and often lacking in 
this fast-pace world we exist in. 


Miruji gives us that. There’s no 
mystery. We willingly pay for car 
services, regular pet check ups, 
private health care, gym member¬ 
ships - surely it isn’t a great leap to 
realise Miruji is worth it for peace 
of mind and body. After all, it’s a 
better deal than a simple massage 
once a month - who has a mas¬ 
seuse that’s a trained counsellor?”

show to switch on the lights. 

Oswestry-based actor Malcolm Lord, who 
played Bungle in 1980s children’s show Rain¬ 
bow, said: “Bungle is thrilled because he hasn’t 
done a lights switch on for a few years. When¬ 
ever he did it, George and Zippy would be there 
too, and Zippy would always press the button.

Adaptation is perfect tit

REVENGE, mother-daughter 
bonds and the transformative 
power of clothes are the threads 
stitched deftly throughout Joce¬ 
lyn Moorhouse’s quirky Austral¬ 
ian comedy drama, which induc¬ 
es tears as much as giggles. 

At its heart is the beautifully shifting 
relationship between the titular dressmaker, 
Tilly Dunnage (Kate Winslet), and her senile 
single mother, Molly (Judy Davis) - who 
both, in turn, need mothering. 

Based on the bestseller by Rosalie Ham, 
who also adapted it for the screen, The 
Dressmaker is set in the 1950s in the small 
town of Dungatar and opens with a perfectly 
coiffed Winslet, as Tilly, arriving with her 
Singer sewing machine. 

She languorously lights a cigarette before 
announcing, menacingly, “I’m back you 

k******gj” 

Through eerie black and white flash¬ 
backs, which are a little TV movie-esque, we 
learn that Tilly was sent away as a child for 
her involvement in the death of a schoolboy. 

Having found her metier as a seamstress 

and trained with the likes of Balenciaga in 
Paris, she’s returned to Dungatar for her el¬ 
derly mother Molly and to uncover who’s to 
blame for what happened to her as a child. 

Tilly finds her mother bed-ridden in 
a filthy house, not recognising her own 
daughter, and sets about cleansing and 
nursing her back to health - against her 
wishes. 

Tea chests of exotic fabrics arriving from

Paris soon pique the interest of Sergeant 
Farrat (Hugo Weaving) who has a secret - 
like almost everyone else in the town. 

Tilly makes her presence known - and 
advertises her skills - by posing in two stun¬ 
ning dresses pitch-side at a local football 
match. 

Tilly also captures the attention of foot¬ 
baller Teddy McSwiney (Liam Hemsworth), 
whose family has been keeping an eye on 


old ‘Mad Molly’ in the daughter’s absence. 

She initially resists his overtures, fearing 
her past has cursed her. 

Gradually Tilly’s new customers, Ser¬ 
geant Farrat and Teddy help the outcast to 
piece together what really happened when 
she was younger, and the town’s case 
against her begins to unravel. 

Weaving delivers a stand-out perfor¬ 
mance as the by-turns flamboyant and 


deadly serious policeman, who acts as a 
buffer between Tilly and the unforgiving 
townsfolk. 

Winslet is never overly challenged by the 
demands of her role, but she plays Tilly’s 
softer, more vulnerable side extremely well. 
It’s refreshing to see Hemsworth, some 15 
years younger than Winslet, playing the 
love interest, when it’s so often the other 
way round.

Town theatre set for 
landmark moment 


THEATRE Severn will, very soon, 
sell its one millionth ticket. 

It is a remarkable achievement for 
the popular arts venue, which has 
come a long way since its official open¬ 
ing on March 25, 2009, by Prince Ed¬ 
ward. 

The Royal visitor was presented with two 
Merrythought Bears when he cut the red 
tape at the £28 million complex six years 
ago. 

A production of Romany Wood followed, 
starring Timothy West, one of Britain’s 
greatest actors. The dance and musical 
spectacular featured more than 400 young 
people from across Shropshire. The rest, as 
they say, is history. 

Theatre Severn has become one of the 
most popular provincial theatres in the UK, 
drawing big crowds and bringing money to 
the Shropshire economy. 

The venue had opened to the public a 
month before the Prince’s ceremonial visit. 

Architects had designed its impressive 
638-seat main auditorium and a smaller 
250-seat studio, called the Walker Theatre, 
to fit in with the riverside location. There 
was also a dance studio, an exhibition space, 
restaurant and Chapel Bar. An exhibition of 
photography by Sue Hall charted the con¬ 
struction project, from the demolition of old 
buildings at Frankwell Quay to the comple¬ 
tion of the new venue. 

Appropriately, the venue was opened 
with a tribute to the town’s most famous 
son, Charles Darwin. The annual Darwin 
Memorial Lecture was presented by Profes¬ 
sor Lord May to a sell-out audience in the 
main house. 

It had been a long time coming - taking 
40 years to move from the drawing board to 
reality. The theatre’s creation was overseen 
by the then-Shrewsbury & Atcham Borough 
Council, which was later subsumed during 
the creation of Shropshire Council’s unitary 
authority. 

Former cultural services manager Lezley 
Picton oversaw the project. On launch day, 
she said: “Forty five years we’ve waited to 
get this building up and running and it’s a

really momentous occasion. It’s a day that 
will stay with the staff here forever.” 

The venue replaced facilities at Shrews¬ 
bury Music Hall, which had been deemed 
inadequate and unfit for purpose. 

Theatre Severn was created from an old 
Methodist chapel, which had previously 
been a car tyre business. It provided public 
access on four levels. In its first week, six 
events in the main auditorium sold out - 
including poet Pam Ayres, former MP Tony 
Benn, comedian Jason Manford and the ev- 
er-popular St David’s Day concert. 

Ms Picton said: “The need for a new 
venue was first recorded at a council meet¬ 
ing in 1969 - 40 years later they got one. I 
was employed in 1998 to head up the open¬ 
ing of the new theatre. 

“Only six weeks after I started the coun¬ 
cillors changed their mind. But we got there 
in the end - everything comes to those who 
wait.” 

Ms Picton is thrilled the theatre has 
reached its one-million-visitor milestone. 

“I am so thrilled by the success of The¬ 
atre Severn. For many years, in my office 
at the Music Hall, there was a large sign 
that said ‘If you Build It They Will Come’. 
It was unashamedly pinched from Field 
of Dreams, one of my favourite films. But 
here we are in no time at all approaching 
the sale of the 1,000,000th ticket. It’s not 
just about the numbers though, it’s about 
the customer experience. 

“I love nothing more than overhearing a 
conversation in a restaurant or cafe from 
proud Salopians telling their friends and 
relatives about Shrewsbury’s fabulous The¬ 
atre Severn. I know it will continue to be 
a major cultural asset to Shrewsbury and 
Shropshire for many, many years to come.” 

Over the years Theatre Severn has 
housed around 2,500 performances, the 
venue has moved from programming shows 
around weekends and now sees perfor¬ 
mance virtually every night of the week.

AS recent events have shown, 
our species is capable of some 
truly repulsive stupidity. 

I’ve tried to make the point before 
that such acts are not just sub human, 
they are sub-animal (and plant for 
that matter!) 

No animal wantonly destroys its own 
species to such an extent that ours can and 
does. 

So what could be more appropriate to 
cheer us up and lighten our gloom than 
the natural world? The beginning of winter 
‘proper’ is now upon us. Temperatures have 
nose-dived in recent days and it can be dif¬ 
ficult to imagine there is much going on out 
there worth seeking out. Well, there is and 
it comes in a myriad of forms. 

Blue tits, great tits and wrens can be seen 
flitting round the garden, trying to weed 
out the odd spider or insect from its win¬ 
ter hiding place. The flocks of fieldfares and 
redwings are now a common sight and you 
may get lucky with a waxwing or two. Our 
resident thrushes are perhaps best viewed 
now. The mistle thrush, song thrush and 
blackbird all stand out in, respectively, due 
to their size, song and colour. 

Badgers and foxes can be seen in their 
attempts to eke out a living over frozen 
ground. Rabbits are always present and 
when the snow falls their presence is clearly 
evident. Shrews, mice and voles have a very 
hard time of things yet have no choice but 
to try. These species see a huge drop in 
numbers, with just enough locally to allow 
their rebound in spring. 

Kingfishers and otters often ‘migrate’ 
downstream in order to find larger, ice-free

stretches of rivers and estuaries but some 
will hang on in their chosen territories to 
have bragging rights come spring and in¬ 
deed if they do, they can be more easily seen 
now with the loss of vegetation. Over wet¬ 
lands wigeon, teal, tufted duck, pintail and 
shovelers are particularly abundant and 
lapwings begin to flock in large numbers. 

Many of these birds are bolstered by 
winter migrants from the continent. Spe¬ 
cies such as the beautiful snipe are a good 
example with our own populations and the 
continental ones meaning there is never a 
better time to see this bird. 

Clouds of male gnats, with their anti¬ 
freeze-like blood, dance in the evenings and 
even such legendary plants as the hart’s 
tongue fern, old man’s beard, spindle-tree, 
teasel and scarlet pimpernel can easily be 
found locally. 

As I was listening to a report of the Paris 
attacks that Friday evening whilst driving 
home, my headlights suddenly illuminated 
a superb barn owl, hovering over the hedge. 

It was angelically white, a silent, ghostly 
presence; yet a peaceful one. 

Trying to scrape an existence for itself 
and its species. 

The phrase that’s so often toted in times 
of strife is ‘carry on’. 

Well boy is nature carrying on in winter.

Reduction in art 
funds inevitable 
says councillor 

A REDUCTION in council grants for arts organisations is 
inevitable because of cuts in Government funding, a lead¬ 
ing councillor has warned. 

Shropshire Council has come under fire for proposals to 
save £58,460 on its arts budget. 

The council uses the budget to put on events and also 
provides £64,000 of grant funding and additional funding 
for an arts development officer. 

But Steve Charmley, Shropshire Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for business and culture, says that “minimal levels of 
central government funding” mean that organisations need 
to be self reliant. 

He said: “Shropshire Council recognises the important 
role that the arts play in making Shropshire a great place 
to live, work and visit, and their significant role in the eco¬ 
nomic, educational and cultural well-being of the county. 

“However, the council is responding to both the current 
and future financial challenges the public sector is facing 
by redesigning everything we do. This is to help make the 
county as resilient and self-reliant as possible, realistically 
anticipating a near-future in which minimal levels of cen¬ 
tral government funding are available to underpin public 
services.” 

Supporters of the Arts Revenue Grant say that it helps to 
raise more than £1 million for the Shropshire economy by 
attracting extra visitors, figures that have been confirmed 
by the council. 

An online petition calling for plans to cut the grant to be 
shelved has been backed by nearly 2,000 people. 

The petition was launched in October by Mike Layward, 
artistic director of Shrewsbury-based group Disability Arts 
in Shropshire, and attracted 800 supporters within its first 
24 hours. 

Councillor Charmley said the authority has been discuss¬ 
ing its proposals with arts groups and expects to consider 
recommendations early next month. 

He said: “As part of this process the council will be 
changing the way it supports the arts sector and the arts 
development officer role. The arts development service cur¬ 
rently has one full time arts development officer. During 
2015/16 the council has awarded £46,900 through the rev¬ 
enue client grant scheme to arts organisations/venues and 
arts festivals across the county, who deliver a high-quality, 
regular programme of arts activity. The grants awarded 
have ranged from £500 to £8,000.”

I BROKE the most valuable Sko¬ 
da in the world (it’s insured for 
£250,000) before it had moved a 
single inch. Talk about feeling a 
proper idiot. 

Still, at least I’d managed to sit in the 
cockpit of the car; a gorgeous looking 
open two-seater designed more for 
racing lightness than six-footers with 
size 12 feet. 

And, while a pair of cheerful mechan¬ 
ics worked away under the bonnet to re¬ 
attach the throttle cable dislodged by an 
over-enthusiastic right foot prod, I had time 
to glance over this miniature masterpiece, 
from a chassis made of masses of tubes to 
a skimpy body looking like a 1950’s school¬ 
boy doodle of the perfect racing car. 

For anyone who thinks Skoda has only 
ever made road cars with an emphasis on 
value, here is evidence that deep in the psy¬ 
che of the Czech company once burned a 
desire to win on the track. 

So, back in 1957 it unleashed a couple 
of fibreglass-bodied roadsters in a racing 
programme that took them to modest suc¬ 
cesses on the other side of what was then a 
very heavy Iron Curtain. 

Now, the one remaining Spider in running 
condition (and fresh from a £30,000 engine 
rebuild in the UK, where it now lives) is be¬ 
ing used to punch home the message that 
Skoda has been around a long time, in one 
form or another. 

Since 1895, to be precise, when a couple 
of keen cyclists began designing and build¬ 
ing two-wheelers called Slavias, adding mo¬ 
tors four years later and becoming Laurin 
and Klement (their surnames). The first car 
appeared in the early 1900s and then, in a 
merger in 1925, Skoda arrived. 

Older readers will recall model names like 


Felicia and Favorit, attached to machines 
that lacked the panache of Western rivals, 
but were cheap to buy and run, and tough 
with it. 

Then, in 1991 Skoda became the fourth 
brand in the Volkswagen group and it be¬ 
gan quickly to lose the budget tag, replaced 
with cars that happily pinched bits from 
dearer VWs to produce machines that were 
now properly modern and good value. 

But back to the Skoda Spider, now mend¬ 
ed and revving its little 1,098cc engine in 
prospect of a visit to the modest race track 
provided for us at Bicester Heritage, carved 
from 348 acres of a former 1920’s RAF 
bomber station. 

Now, if barely a litre sounds puny, it’s 
worth pointing out that the engine bears 


little relation to anything you would have 
found in a roadgoing Skoda of the time - as 
its 92 horsepower output and the Spider’s 
125mph top speed testify. 

It’s also light; at 550 kilos much less than 
the weight of a Harley Davidson motorbike 
with chunky rider aboard. 

So, the car will fly if provoked. Which, with 
rain falling in enthusiastic amounts and the 
track awash, I was not keen to do. Espe¬ 
cially as my spectacles lacked windscreen 
wipers and my big feet found it easier to 
operate two pedals at once rather than one. 

Oh, and however hard you pressed the 
middle pedal, the drum brakes stayed 
asleep, only deigning to flicker an eyebrow 
of interest as your right thigh began to quiv¬ 
er with the effort of application. 


It did make lovely noises, though, as I 
crunched up and down the gears (housed 
in a gearbox between the rear wheels) and 
persuaded the rev counter to flicker round 
to a figure that gave a gentle taste of the 
Spider’s potential. 

The steering was a positive delight, with 
the thin, string-wrapped wheel feeding back 
an accurate description of the tarmac be¬ 
low. 

Which must have been welcome when 
the Spider was used in anger more than 
half a century ago. No seatbelts, of course. 
No roll cage, no bodywork (to speak of) and 
almost no brakes. 

Miroslav Fousek and Jaroslav Bobek, the 
two men who took the pair of Spiders to a 
one-two in Leningrad in 1962, I salute you.

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Big and spacious SUV

Getting stuck in a car wash can 
be an embarrassing situation 
for any driver so you can just 
imagine how red-faced this sea¬ 
soned motoring journalist was 
when the washers clamped down 
on the £60,000 BMW X5 test car. 

Luckily, and sheepishly, I was able to 
clamber out to seek help to be told the 
vehicle was probably too big, which 
was a surprise as the same car wash 
had previously dealt comfortably with 
Range Rovers and an Audi Q7. 

It transpired that there was just an inch to 
spare each side of the drive-in guide rails 
and with a bit of jiggling around the situation 
was rescued. 

But the incident highlighted just how big 
and spacious the seven-seat X5 is, some¬ 
thing you don’t really appreciate once on 
the open road. 

BMW has found it difficult to compete in 
this sector where Range Rover, Audi and 
Porsche have strong footholds but the 
xDrive 40d M-Sport on test is a seriously ef¬ 
ficient contender now and feels so secure 
on the road it’s easy to forget you’re in such 
a big SUV. 

Set proudly on 19” double-spoke alloy 
wheels the X5 sets an imposing stance, 
and once behind the wheel you are soon 
made to feel at home, thanks to masses of 
steering and seat adjustment options with 


superb vision all-round thanks to the high 
seating position. 

It can sometimes take a week to get used 
to the dashboard controls when behind the 
wheel of a new vehicle but not in this case. 
Everything is just where you would expect 
it to be and the iDrive infotainment system 
is right up there with the very best in the busi¬ 
ness. 

The X5 gets five seats as standard but the 
test car came as a seven-seater though you 
wouldn’t get me travelling far as a rear-seat 
passenger. 


Opposition 

There’s just about enough room for a cou¬ 
ple of small kids and the extra seating eats 
into your luggage space. 

Fold the rear seats and the X5 reveals 620 
litres of load space, drop the second row and 
there’s an enormous 1,870 litres of room just 
waiting to be filled. 

On-the road the X5 is probably not as re¬ 
fined as some of the opposition out there. 
There’s nothing significantly wrong with the 
drive, other than perhaps more wind noise 
than expected, but it lacks a little something 
to make it stand out in a competitive SUV 
sector. 

You would probably expect the X5 to be 
a gas-guzzler but the test model had a few 
surprises to reveal. The 3.0litre twin-turbo 
straight six diesel was coupled to an incred¬ 
ibly smooth eight-speed automatic gearbox 
and produced 47.1mpg on the combined 
cycle. 

That’s very competitive in the SUV sec-

tor, particularly when you consider there’s 
0-62mph in just under six seconds and 
C02 emissions are only 158g/km. 

Standard equipment in the test car in¬ 
cluded 19” alloys, automatic sport trans¬ 
mission, adaptive M-suspension, roof rails, 
electric door mirrors, sports seats, alumini¬ 
um Hexagon interior trim, M steering wheel 
and aerodynamic body styling. 


For that you would have to pay £55,765 
but add a cold weather package, towbar, 
reversing camera, panoramic glass sun¬ 
roof and third row seating and the cost 
leaps up to £60,795. 

The good news is that all BMWs normal¬ 
ly hold their price so you could expect to 
trade in well when it comes time to change 
again.
